the  hundreds  on  the  fire  lines. 

Half  of  Montara  was  in  ruins. 
More  than  twenty  houses  lieing  re- 
ported destroyed  Red  Cro.s.s  work- 
ers were  .sent  from  this  place  to  aid 
the  hcrnele.vs. 

A  pall  of  smolte  blanketed  the 
town  where  damage  has  been  con- 
servatively estimated  at  more  thi.n 
$25,000.

A  concerted.,  critical  scrutiny  of 
the  Einstein  theories   of  relativity 
was  made  by  four  American  M  ien 
tlsts.  of  .such  eminence  that   they  Uoaij 
were  at  the  time  at  Cornell  Unlver-  vide  ev 
slty  by  Invitation    of    the  Optical 
Society  of  America,  for  the  expres.^ 
purpose  of  explaining  u>  its  annual 
meeting  how  far  Einstein  .s  concepts 
have  really  been  vermed  ejqien- 
mentally. 

Of  the  four  fields  of  experiment 
utilized  in  efforts  to  verify  the  Ein- 
stein theories  of  time,  space  and 
matter,  each  of  the  four  scientists 
dealt  with  one.  All  afternoon  they 
went  over  the  experimental  records, 
and  their  attack  took  the  general 
form  of  a  four-part  demonstration 
that  the  experimenters  who  had 
backed  ir<tMt.»ii^  \n  their  enthtulaam 
for  relativity,  had  proclalmad  veri- 
fications that  would,  not  ataiid  exact 
analysis. 

Charles  Lane  Poor,  profe.s.sor  of 
astronomical  physics  at  Columbia 
University,  was  first.  He  reviewed 
the  observations  made  by  the  suc- 
cessive eclipse  expeditiozu  of  recent 
years,  published  aa  verlficatlonB  of 
the  Einstein  prediction  that  light 
from  a  star  passing  close  to  the  sun 
would  b«  bent  out  of  a  straight  line.

Introduction  of  automatic  flre- 
fightlng  devices  throughout  the  ship 

Use  of  a  device  whereby  the  first 
flicker  of  lire  will  set  off  a  general 
alarm. 

Captain  C  A.  McAULster.  of  the 
American  Bureau  of  Shippltig.  sums 
up  the  i>..;,i:i,  II  as  follows: 

"The  shipbuilders  are  r^"9\^^r}g 
the  fire  hazard  more  than  aw  be- 
fore, but  they  still  have  a  king  way 
to  go  before  ships  are  fireproof.  The 
new  vessels  are  being  equipped  with 
steel  partltioa's,  which  are  designed 
to  confine  any  fire  to  the  section  of 
the  ship  In  which  It  originated,  but 
even  this  measure  l.s  not  made  com- 
pulsory by  our  Oovernmeot.  There 
is  no  reason,  except  that  of  eost,  to 
keep  any  llnar  from  being  fireproof 
The  navy  bulMs  aU-«teal  vassels. 


There  will  be  full-size  tennis 
courts  and  squash  courts  In  the 
ship  as  well  as  a  swimming  bath, 
but  altbqugfa  she  la  mora  than  twice 
their  else,  the  Empress  of  Britain 
will  carry  fewer  passengers  than  the 
20,000-ton  C.P.R.  liners  on  that 
route.
